Germany's Treatment 


of Russians Causes 


Fight with Troops 


Moscow, via Vladivostok, May 3. — 
Germany's barbariou's treatment o£ 
the inhabitants of occupied territory 
and constant requisitioning of 
food 
are provoking- great resentment and 
causing' armed clashes. In a village 
in'-the Kiev district the inhabitants 
resisted the Germans for three days 
with machine .{juns and rifles and were 
subdued by the use of armored cars. 
In the government of Minsk the Ger- 
mans seized able-bodied persons and 
acle sending them to Germany. Those 
trying to escape are shot.' The inhab- 
itants, panic-stricken, have gone into 
hiding.

•'Discussing recognition of the Rus- 
sian government by allied powers, the 
Bolsheviki, newspaper says that recog--

That 
would be a direct blow at German im- 
perialism in Russia. Not for nothing 
do German official circles regard seri- 
ously the expected recognition of the 
soviet government by the allies.

Germany was trying to gain economic 
control of all Russia, and that if the 
allies were constrained to take mili- 
tary action It would be friendly as- 
sistance without thought of conquest.

Foreign Minister T.cherm 
in reply, declared that such assistance

Although many would like to sec 
the president announce, war time pro- 
hibition at once, yet the opportunity 
was given, said the speaker, to secure 
i-osnlts by the ratification of the prohi- 
bition amendment now passed by con- 
u-ross. Eleven states have already rat-- 
it'.Bd the law, leaving twenty-five yet to 
ilo so. And of these Wisconsin has the 
reputation of being the most hopeless- 
ly wet. 
In a discussion of the use of grain 


in making lirfuors, the speaker empha- 
sized the fact' that as yet .none had 
been saved by the prohibition 
of the 
making of distilled liquors. That dur- 
ing the five month period elapsing be* 
tw-cen the time the 
law was 
passed 
and until the time it was enforced a 
very much larger quantity ;than usuaU 
of liquor was made and is now held in 
bond. .
